Celebrations as county councillors announce they have listened to

IT’S the news parents and schools 
across the Ely area have been wait¬ 
ing for - lollipop men and women 
will NOT lose their jobs. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s highways and community in¬ 
frastructure committee voted on 
Tuesday to remove school crossing 
patrols from the budget savings pro¬ 
posals.

Cllr Roger Hickford, the commit¬ 
tee’s chairman, said: “There has 
been interest from parish councils, 
community groups and schools to 
help save their local lollipop lady or 
man. 

“We need time to consider this 
and get it right, and so we agreed to 
remove school crossing patrols from 


our budget savings proposals. Mem¬ 
bers have listened to our residents to 
keep a service which is a vital part of 
their community.” 

The council was hoping to save 
£171,000 by cutting every patrol 
across the county but angry parents 
campaigned against the proposals. 

Among them were a group of par¬ 
ents whose children attend Spring 
Meadow Infant and Nursery School 
and St Mary’s junior School, both in 
Ely’s High Barns. 

Their lollipop man is Martin Skip¬ 


per and mum-of-two Ivana Devine, 
of Prickwillow Road, launched a 
petition to save him - and all of 
Cambridgeshire’s lollipop men and 
women. More than 4,600 people 
signed it. 

She said: “Happy is an understate¬ 
ment - I am delighted and would 
like to thank every single person 
who supported the petition. I am 
very happy that the council recon¬ 
sidered their proposals and recog¬ 
nised the importance of the safety of 
our children.” 



Arrest after 
collision 
at level 
crossing 

A MAN has been arrested on 
suspicion of drink driving 
following a collision at the 
level crossing in Chettisham. 

Emergency services were 
called to the crossing, in Lynn 
Road, at 11.35pm on Monday 
and arrived to find a vehicle 
had crashed into the railway 
barrier. 

The East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust took 
the driver to Addenbrooke's 
and a spokesman for the trust 
said he was suffering from 
chest pains. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Police said: 
"A 31-year-old man was 
arrested on suspicion of 
driving over the prescribed 
limit and attended hospital. 

"He was released on police 
bail to attend Parkside police 
station in six weeks' time." 

The road remained closed 
overnight on Monday, and for 
the whole of Tuesday, while 
the barrier was repaired. 

A Network Rail 
spokeswoman said: "A car 
struck the barrier at the level 
crossing in Chettisham and 
caused significant damage. 

"The road was closed until 
Tuesday evening while we 
carried out repairs. 

"Trains had to run at 
reduced speed over the 
crossing while repairs took 
place, which added up to five 
minutes to journey times."

BUDGETS 

Council tax is 
set to increase 


RESIDENTS in the Ely area 
face an increase in their 
council tax this year. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council is not increas¬ 
ing its element of the tax 
because when its Corporate 
Plan was rubber-stamped 
last year, the agreement was 
that its proportion of the tax 
for 2016/17 would freeze. 

However, both Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
and the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Fire Author¬ 
ity are proposing to increase 
their elements of the tax by 2 
per cent. 

Sir Graham Bright, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner, is pro¬ 
posing to increase his pre¬ 
cept by 1 per cent. 

The final element of the 
tax falls to town/parish 
councils and in Ely itself, 
the City of Ely Council is in-

creasing its tax by 33 per cent 
- the equivalent of an extra 
30p each week for a Band D 
property. 

Cllr Lis Every, chairman 
of the city council and Ely’s 
Mayor, said she accepted 
residents in Ely and its sur¬ 
rounding villages will be 
disappointed but said the 
council had no other option. 

She said: “In view of the lo¬ 
calism agenda and the desire 
of the City of Ely Council to 
maintain and grow our Pride 
in Ely vision, and the facili¬ 
ties and activities that now 
belong to the city, it will be 
regrettably necessary to in¬ 
crease our precept. 

“This is the first real incre¬ 
mental increase for many 
years and brings the City of 


Ely Council more in line with 
the precept of other parish¬ 
es.” 

Cllr Every said that the in¬ 
crease is necessary for nu¬ 
merous reasons, including 
safeguarding buildings like 
Ely’s Makings and old mag¬ 
istrates’ court - and paying 
for services that the district 
and county councils are no 
longer responsible for, such 
as grass cutting. 

The police commissioner, 
Sir Graham, said: “We recog¬ 
nise the hardships that many 
of our citizens are facing and 
do not want to add to their 
burdens. We will be able to 
balance the books with a 1 
per cent increase in policing 
precept.”

Man, 20, denies sexually assaulting students at university 


A STUDENT has denied sexually 
assaulting two female students on 
the same day during Fresher's Week 
at a south-west London university. 

William Harrison, 20, of Victoria 


Street, Littleport, is accused of 
assaulting a female by penetration 
at St Mary's University, Twickenham, 
on September 27 last year. 

He is also charged with sexually 


assaulting a second woman at the 
university on the same day. 

Harrison pleaded not guilty to 
both charges on Friday, January 8. 
He will return to Kingston-upon- 


Thames Crown Court for trial on 
April 18. Harrison was released on 
bail on the condition that he does 
not contact the two complainants or 
visit the university. 


CCTV image 
released 
after £1,300 
is stolen 
from pub 

POLICE want to speak to this 
man in connection with the 
theft of more than £1,000 
from an Ely pub. 

A flat above The King's 
Arms, in St Mary's Street, was 
broken into at about 10.45am 
on Friday and £1,300 in cash 
was stolen. 

Pc Stuart Webling said: 

"The offender entered the pub 
through a side door before 
going into the dwelling part of 
the property, taking the money 
then leaving through the same 
side door. 

"The victim has been left 
upset by what has happened 
as £700 of the cash was for 
charity which had been raised 
through a pub quiz, and the 
remaining £600 was to pay 
staff wages." 



Drink driver 
banned for 
three years 

A WOMAN who was caught 
driving while almost four times 
the legal limit has been given a 
suspended jail sentence. 

Louise Fraser, 42, gave a 
reading of 127 microgrammes 
of alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath when she was stopped 
in a Ford Focus by police in 
Wensum Way, Ely, on December 
23. The legal limit is 35 
microgrammes. 

Fraser, of Henley Way, Ely, 
pleaded guilty to drink driving 
at Cambridge Magistrates' Court 
on Friday and was disqualified 
for three years. 

The alcohol reading was so 
high that the bench also made 
her subject to an eight-week 
prison sentence, suspended for 
12 months, and ordered her to 
complete 50 hours of unpaid 
work in the community. Fraser 
must also pay £85 court costs 
and an £80 victim surcharge. 

More than 120 people were 
arrested by Cambridgeshire 
Police during their seven-week 
festive drink driving crackdown. 

Road Policing Inspector, Phil 
Bloor, said: "We tackle drink 
driving all year round, and those 
who think it is acceptable to 
drive on our roads under the 
influence of alcohol should be 
warned; we will not tolerate it."

Streetlights to 
go off at 2am 


STREETLIGHTS in the Ely 
area will be going off in the 
early hours - but slightly lat¬ 
er than planned. 

On Tuesday morning, 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council agreed to stump 
up almost £100,000 of extra 
funding to keep the lights on 
around Cambridgeshire un¬ 
til 2 am. 

The initial proposal by the 
county council would have 
seen the lights switched off 
at midnight - but this was 
not before a bid to abandon 
the switch-off altogether was 
almost voted through. 

The proposal by Cam¬ 
bridge’s Queen Edith’s Lib 
Dem Cllr Amanda Taylor left 
the committee split-with six 
councillors in favour and six 
against, with vice chairman 
Cllr Peter Reeve abstaining. 

It was then left to Cllr Rog¬ 
er Hickford to make the cast¬ 
ing vote. He turned this pro¬ 
posal down, paving the way 
to extending the switch-off 
to start at 2am. 

The meeting heard that 
work had gone on behind 
the scenes with committee 
chairman Cllr Hickford and

officers to find the £98,000 
needed to move the switch 
off back to 2am. 

And UKIP’s Cllr Reeve ac¬ 
cused his Lib Dem coun¬ 
terpart of “gesture politics” 
because there was no sug¬ 
gestion of how the council 
would find the £270,000 
needed to keep the street¬ 
lights on all night. 

“The reality is I can’t see 
the figures properly stack up 
to be able to justify where 
the money will come from 
to enable the removal of the 
switch-off altogether,” Cllr 
Reeve added. 

“To see her put forward a 
motion that has no ground¬ 
ing in reality and make offic¬ 
ers mop up behind the deci¬ 
sions of councillors means I 
cannot support that kind of 
irresponsibility.” 

Eight other town and par¬ 
ish councils - including Lit¬ 
tleport Parish Council and 
Soham Town Council - are 
considering funding certain 
streetlights in their towns. 


Cllr Ralph Butcher added 
that others around the coun¬ 
ty may be willing to come 
forward now the county 
council had found some 
money for an extension. 

Labour and Lib Dem 
councillors from Cambridge 
renewed their arguments for 
keeping the lights on, such 
as the risk of trips and falls, 
possible increase in costs to 
the health service and the 
impact on students and peo¬ 
ple working unsocial hours. 

“Turning off lights at all 
will be a retrograde step,” 
said Trumpington’s Cllr Bar¬ 
bara Ashwood. 

The lights will not be 
switched off on main traffic 
routes and areas affected by 
the night time economy. 

Lurther dimming of street¬ 
lights is also part of the pack¬ 
age. 

A final decision will be 
made when the county 
council agrees its budget in 
Lebruary.

she required. 

Leanne said: “It was re¬ 
ally touch and go for Amelia 
when she was born. 

“She was so small; her legs 
were thinner than my fin¬ 
gers. Thankfully now she is a 
happy, smiley little girl.” 

Amelia is to have an op¬ 
eration at Great Ormond 
Street Children’s Hospital 
next month to hopefully re-

solve her oesophageal atre¬ 
sia, which is when the stom¬ 
ach does not connect with 
the throat properly. 

The condition means she 
is currently fed through a 
tube. 

Leanne said: “Amelia can 
still only have milk and I’m 
a little bit worried about the 
operation next month, but I 
know it’s for the best.” 

At her first birthday party 
last month, Amelia’s family 
and friends made donations 
to the NICU, and Leanne’s 
aunt Jacky Drewery, from 
Soham, made festive snow¬ 
men characters and sold 
them on Facebook in the 
run up to Christmas. 

Altogether, they have 
raised more than £300 for 
the unit and are planning 
further fundraising activities 
this year. 


Leanne said: “I’d like to 
thank everyone for their 
support and my auntie Jacky 
for making and selling the 
snowmen. 

“She made them out of 
socks and filled them with 
rice; they were brilliant and 
she made them for both lit¬ 
tle boys and girls. 

“We’re planning a few 
more things to raise funds 
for the NICU. 

“The unit is wonderful 
and so many babies are born 
premature. 

“If it wasn’t for all the con¬ 
sultants and nurses there so 
many babies would struggle 
to survive. 

“The equipment they 
need is also so expensive, 
which is why we want to 
do a few things to support 
them.”

Work starts 
on £40m 
new campus 

WORK has started on Littleport's 
mammoth new state-of-the-art 
education and leisure campus. 

It was in September that 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council's planning committee 
gave the £40 million scheme the 
go-ahead. 

The project will see the 
existing, ageing leisure centre in 
Camel Road being demolished, 
and in its place a new secondary 
school, primary school, pre¬ 
school, special educational 
needs school, plus new leisure 
centre and sports facilities, will 
be built and shared between the 
school and the local community. 

Groundwork commenced last 
week after the county council 
confirmed Littleport Leisure Trust 
signed an access agreement to 
enable the development to go 
ahead. 

The aim is for the new sports 
and leisure building to open 
next summer and for both the 
secondary and primary schools 
to open for the start of the 
autumn term in September 2017. 

The council says the new 
schools will not only relieve 
pressure on the town's current 
primary schools and pre-schools, 
but also prevent secondary 
school pupils having to travel out 
of the town to go to school. 


EDUCATION 

Ofsted praises 
school’s ‘focus’ 


TEACHERS and governors at 
Soham Village College have 
been praised for “rightly in¬ 
creasing” their focus on the 
achievement of the school’s 
disadvantaged pupils. 

When Ofsted inspectors 
visited the academy in April 
last year they said that al¬ 
though the school is “con¬ 
tinuously improving” it had 
not improved enough over 
the last two years to make its 
rating ‘good’ in all areas. 

They rated the school’s 
leadership and manage¬ 
ment, and the behaviour and 
safety of pupils, as good but 
said the quality of teaching 
and achievement of pupils 
required improvement. 

A monitoring inspection 
was carried out at the college 
on November 30; the results 
of which have recently been 
published. 

Although the school is still 
classed as ‘requires improve¬ 
ment’, Ofsted inspector John 
Daniell has praised staff and 
governors for working to im¬ 
prove the outcomes for its 
disadvantaged pupils. 

Mr Daniell said that 17 per 
cent of the 1,315 pupils are 
disadvantaged. 
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He said: “The academy has 
rightly increased its focus 
on the achievement of its 
disadvantaged pupils, both 
compared to their non-dis- 
advantaged peers within the 
academy and other pupils 
nationally. 

“All subject areas’ self- 
evaluation summary docu¬ 
mentation includes infor¬ 
mation on different pupil 
groups, including those who 
are disadvantaged. 

“Subject-area action plans 
feature targets and strate¬ 
gies for meeting the needs of 
disadvantaged pupils. These 
action plans also identify 
appropriate ways of evaluat¬ 
ing the success, and regular 
milestones for measuring 
progress.” 

He said: “The English, 
mathematics and science 
departments are piloting 
a more refined system for 
tracking the progress of pu¬ 
pils, which they feel is more 
useful and which provides a 
more consistent approach. 

“The subject leaders for 
English and mathematics 


have evaluated the effective¬ 
ness of support and inter¬ 
vention strategies and have 
made suitable amendments 
to this provision. 

“Effective strategies have 
included the provision of 
study days for targeted pu¬ 
pils, teaching revision and 
examination skills, and pri¬ 
oritising the marking for dis¬ 
advantaged pupils. 

“Teachers know who the 
disadvantaged pupils are in 
their lessons and are able to 
access up-to-date tracking 
information on their perfor¬ 
mance. School leaders also 
monitor the behaviour and 
attendance of disadvantaged 
pupils well.” 

Priorities for further im¬ 
provement include ensuring 
that the gaps in disadvan¬ 
taged pupils’ attainment and 
progress “continue to close 
compared to other pupils 
nationally” and reducing the 
proportion of disadvantaged 
pupils who are persistently 
absent.

(In reply to letters published in the 
Ely News from residents, regarding 
the proposed development for Barton 
Road car park:) 

THANK you for your letters regarding 
the proposed housing development 
at Barton Road car park in Ely. I can 
assure you that your concerns were 
listened to and, in this letter, I aim to 
answer as many of your questions as 
possible. 

Firstly, if planning permission is 
granted, upon completion of the 
development, there will be at least 
the 192 free public car parking 
spaces that are currently available, 
with the aim to increase this number 
to 205. In order to do this, the 
long stay coach parking at Barton 
Road will be removed, car parking 
allocation around the site would 
be reconfigured to make use of the 
adjacent depot land, and an area 
leased to a private company would 
be released. 

A short term drop-off and pick up 
point (15 minutes maximum stay) 
will be established within the Barton 
Road car park, and it is expected 
that Kings School and residents from 
surrounding villages could use this, 
having been recognised as a vital 
local collection point. 

The existing coach drop-off points in 
the Gallery (again with a 15-minute 
maximum stay time) would continue 
to be accessible, while others would 
be identified and created in the city 
centre to increase visitor footfall. 

As this would be the subject of a 
Highways consultation, the Town 
Centres Team (which includes 
the Cathedral, Museum, traders, 
ECDC Town Centres and Tourism), 
businesses in the vicinity, the Market 
Team and the City Council would all 
be involved to find the best solution 
to achieve the best outcome with 
minimum disruption to traffic flow. 

For parking, coaches would be able 
to use the lay-by on Cambridge 
Road. The Council also recognises 
that secure coach parking on the 
outskirts of the city is vital to the long 
term success of attracting organised 
groups to visit Ely, therefore sites 
will be investigated, with potential 
locations being sought. 

The consultation period on this 
matter has been extended to Friday 
22nd January.

Please think 
long and hard 

I WAS very concerned to read the 
proposal by ECDC to build houses 
and flats on part of Barton Road car 


park. It was very interesting that the 
first indication I had about this was 
one week before Christmas, a time 
when many people are busy and 
might not see the news or be able to 
reply. 

Barton Road car park provides a 
very necessary service to residents 
and visitors to Ely. Part of it is now 
allocated for the use of guests of 
Poet's house. Another substantial 
part is used by market traders on 
two days each week. People taking 
coach trips for a day are currently 
able to park at Barton Road car park, 
to catch their coach and then have 
their car available for their return the 
same day, which is often late at night. 
The provision of parking in Ely is not 
generous and Ely, of course, wishes 
to welcome visitors to the city. It 
also has to be remembered that the 
population is rapidly increasing and 
that one new school has already 
been built. Many more houses are 
planned here for the near future. 

A car park, providing much-needed 
provision of parking for coaches and 
cars is not, in my view, a suitable 
place for residential development. 
Presumably any new residents there 
would want parking facilities and 
gardens. They could soon become 
disenchanted with the venue, 
because of noise and pollution 
from the car park and possibly, as a 
result the council might then seek 
to develop the whole site. There 
is also the possibility of anti-social 
behaviour, as the car park would 
become far more enclosed and there 
could be issues of vulnerability of 
people returning to the car park late 
at night. 

Presumably research has been 
conducted into the number of 
coaches using the car park over 
a specified period. If one or two 
fewer coach spaces are needed, 
more provision could be made for 
parking spaces for cars. On Tuesday, 
4th January I visited the car park 
at 11.15am, where four coaches 
were parked. They had brought 
schoolchildren from Chatteris to 
the Makings. I understood from the 
drivers that they frequently used the 
car park. 

Perhaps consideration should be 
given as to whether it is reasonable 
for council employees to enjoy free 
parking, when that facility may not 
be available to other employees and 
workers in the city, and car parking 
spaces are scarce. 

It is to be hoped that the council 
has thought very carefully about the 
implications of what is proposed. 

If coaches are to have a drop off 
point in the city centre, there will be 
more pollution, and possibly more 
traffic jams. Surely it would be better 
to keep as many large vehicles as 
possible out of the city centre. The 
question of safety of passengers also 
needs to be addressed, as a matter of 
urgency. 

I also wonder whether the Park and 
Ride service is to be re-introduced in 


the near future. 

Ely is a beautiful city. I hope that 
the council members and planning 
officers will think long and hard about 
the implications of their planning 
proposals.

I could buy one or 
two buns for immediate consumption 
along with a mug of cappuccino, 
but how could I persuade the Costa 
assistant to wrap up some half dozen 
variegated cakes, pay and walk out of 
the shop? 

There is another refreshment bar, well 
known for its variety of beers.

While no-one knows exactly what

Objections 
mount to new 
homes plans 


MORE than 30 objections 
have now been lodged against 
plans to build new homes on 
Ely’s Barton Road car park. 

Just before Christmas, 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) applied - to 
itself - to build a terrace of six 
town houses and five apart¬ 
ments on an area of the long- 
stay car park, in the city’s con¬ 
servation area. 

The authority plans to 
manage and deliver the de¬ 
velopment through its Local 
Authority Trading Company, 
and says building the new 
homes is a good way of rais¬ 
ing income through the use of 
“under utilised land”. 

However, as previously re¬ 
ported, residents in the area 
say the new homes will de¬ 
stroy part of Ely’s heritage - 
and views of the cathedral. 

They have also accused the

council of trying to “steam- 
roll” the proposal through the 
planning process by lodging 
the application so close to 
Christmas. 

The council extended the 
consultation period until Jan¬ 
uary 22 following complaints. 

Philip Sindall, of Ely’s 
Church Lane, said the pro¬ 
posed development was “in 
the wrong location”. 

“The Barton Road car park 
and coach park is essential 
for easy pedestrian access to 
the city centre and should be 
retained in its entirety for its 
intended purpose,” he said. 

Local resident Virginia Di- 
vall said: “Many visitors come 
to Ely by coach to see this 
wonderful city and its glori¬ 
ous cathedral. This in turn 


helps the many local shops, 
cafes, restaurants and pubs, 
which rely on this trade in or¬ 
der to survive. 

“These coaches would have 
little or nowhere else to park 
so in time they would all stop 
coming to Ely, which would 
become a ghost town of emp¬ 
ty shops and businesses.” 

The council says it is yet 
to establish where the alter¬ 
native coach parking spaces 
will be located but insists the 
development is “sensitive to 
its location and doesn’t un¬ 
dermine car parking space in 
Ely”.

Work to improve Ely’s 
electricity supply starts 


A MAJOR scheme to improve 
Ely’s electricity network got un¬ 
der way this week - and drivers 
are being warned they could 
face delays. 

UK Power Networks is in¬ 
vesting £200,000 in a project to 
strengthen the city’s electricity 
system and to “meet future de¬ 
mand for power”. 

The company says the scheme 
will “increase the resilience of 
power supplies for local resi¬ 
dents and businesses” - and the 
capacity of the network. 

Work started on Monday to in-

stall 1.1km of new underground 
electricity cables in parts of 
Cambridge Road, St Mary’s 
Street and Downham Road. 

The company says electricity 
supplies will not be affected by 
the work - which will be ongo¬ 
ing until the start of April - al¬ 
though traffic restrictions will be 
in place. 

A spokeswoman for UK Power 
Networks said: “We have worked 


closely with the local authority 
in planning this project, which 
involves making a series of short 
excavations to install a line of 
ducts which will contain new 
electricity cables. 

“This method helps keep the 
length of the trenches, and the 
time they are left open, to a min¬ 
imum. 

“Electricity supplies will not 
be affected by the work which is 
due to be completed by the start 
of April. Traffic restrictions will 
be necessary in places to carry 
out the work safely. 


“Advance warning signs are 
in place and temporary traf¬ 
fic lights will be manually con¬ 
trolled at peak times to keep any 
impact on traffic to a minimum, 
with diversion routes signposted 
for HGVs.” 

A county council spokesman 
confirmed the authority is aware 
of the scheme.

A COUPLE’S stunning Christmas

A FILM has been created to en¬ 
courage more people in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire to recycle. 

The film, launched by RE CAR 
uses animated characters to ex¬ 
plain how to make the best use of 
Cambridgeshire’s nine household 
waste recycling centres. 

The launch of the film also coin¬ 
cides with an update of ‘Revive’ - 
an online scheme which gives resi¬ 
dents the opportunity to buy good 
quality second-hand goods from 
the recycling centre in Stirling Way, 
Witchford. 

Currently, the county’s centres 
recycle 79 per cent of the materi¬ 
als which are taken there, re-use 
over 475 tonnes of items, and have 
22,400 visitors in an average week. 

In the last couple of weeks alone, 
items dropped off at the centres 
include a clay pigeon trap, a mar¬ 
ble clock, an aluminium drinks bar 
and two pairs of skis. 

Cllr Roger Hickford, chairman of 
RECAP, said: “In Cambridgeshire, 
we have extremely good recycling 
rates with communities being ex¬ 


tremely good at reducing the waste 
they produce and reusing items. 

“However we all know we can do 
more which is why we have pro¬ 
duced this new film to help the 
public understand how our house¬ 
hold recycling centres work, and 
what you can take there. 


“We hope the new video will en¬ 
courage residents to make a New 
Year resolution to recycle even 
more of their waste than before to 
help make a real difference to the 
world they live in.” 

Items that people drop off at 
Witchford are displayed on the Re¬ 


vive website - revivemarketplace. 
com - and people can then reserve 
them.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used.

EJ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss.

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

He worked his way up from Saturday boy at 
Ely Tesco to head of comms - then quit to start 
his own edectica company, selling everything 
from hat boxes to fairground horses. 

Alice Ryan meets Karl Rutterford, a man with 
real imagination. 


K ARL Rutterford is a collector. 

He's got a particular weakness 
for vintage packaging (his office 
is lined with Perspex-cased cereal 
boxes) and old-school toys (he's got a 
stash of Star Wars merch from the 80s, 
all boxed and mint). 

"I've always had an eye for 
products and packaging," says Karl. 

"I started trading toys when I was 
at school, but always bought two of 
everything - one to trade and one to 
keep in its box. 

"In my teens I wasn't going out 
and getting drunk: I was the geek 
watching MTV Cribs and thinking 'I 
want a house like that one day' . . ." 

Karl has just launched his own 
interiors brand, Ralph & Co, selling 
one-off items, from dressmaker's 
dummies and shop signage to school 
furniture and fairground lights. It's a 
gloriously eclectic mix - walk into the 
Barcham barn that serves as HQ and 
you don't know where to look first 
- but all the items have one thing in 
common: they're originals. 

"I have a real problem with all 
the mass-produced, plasticky repro 
stuff you see for sale these days. 

Why would you want to buy a fake 
fairground light when you can have 
a real one, which looks and feels so 
much nicer? Plus it has a history to it, 


which makes it unique." 

Though it launched little over a 
month ago, Ralph & Co has already 
made quite the impression: in its first 
30 days of trading, the online store 
averaged an order a day. "That's 
amazing; I could never have predicted 
that," says Karl. "But it goes to show 
there's an appetite for these pieces. 
The days of people wanting matching 
houses, of picking everything out of 
the one catalogue, are over: we all 
want our homes to reflect who we 
are; to be a bit special." 

Despite being both creative and 
entrepreneurial as a child, Karl had 
a different career goal in mind - 
becoming a pro footballer. "I was very 
serious about football: I played in the 
national schools' team and toured in 
Europe. Beyond that I didn't really 
know what I wanted to do . . . And 


that's where Tesco came in." 

At 16, Karl took a Saturday job on 
the till at his local Tesco in Ely. By 19, 
he'd caught the eye of management 
staff. "This lovely lady, Julie Kirby, was 
my inspiration; in fact she's still my 
inspiration to this day. She made me 
section manager and said: 'You're 
such a lovely chap. Don't ever change 
and you'll make a success of your 
life.' I've always remembered that. 

She reminded me it's important to be 
a people person, not just a business 
person." 

Karl threw himself into the job: 
becoming shop-floor manager, he 
pioneered the supermarket's now- 
ubiquitous home-shopping service. 

"Ely became the first ever store 
to offer home-shopping. I was 21 
at the time and the story made the 
Cambridge News. I've still got the

paper clipping!" 

After eight years at Ely, Karl was 
hungry for a new challenge, so 
phoned head office on spec. They 
gave him a job in marketing; again, 
he worked his way up the rungs to 
lead partner communications. In 
charge of the supermarket's business 
partnerships - which make big 
brands such as House of Fraser and 
Mamas and Papas available to Tesco 
customers - "it was a great job and 
my team was brilliant - it's always 
about the people". But, after 22 years 
with the company, "the time just felt 
right to leave". 

Karl took voluntary redundancy 
and, despite a tangible affection for 
the company ("I didn't go to uni: 
Tesco taught me everything I know. 

I'll always be grateful for that"), says 
the decision was a 
no-brainer. 

"My wife 
Gem and 
I have a 
1 -year-old 
- Ralph: the 
business is 
named after 
him - and I hardly 
ever saw him. I'd get up at 5am, have 
a one-and-a-half-hour drive to work, 
finish at 6pm and not be home until 




7.30pm, by which time he's in bed. I 
was missing out on a lot; so was he. 

"Plus, when I met Gem I told her 
I'd have my own business by 40; 

I'm 37 now, so I've beaten my own 
deadline." 

Karl's commitment to Ralph & 

Co runs deep: he's got the logo 
tattooed on his left forearm. The ink, 
he explains, spurs him on. "At the 
moment I am Ralph & Co. I've done 


everything myself - designed the 
logo, built the website, sourced the 
stock. And I've loved it, every part 
of it." 

The combination of business 
prowess and personal passion 
is a winning one. From the cute 
(and cleverly memorable) logo - a 
silhouette of little Ralph in profile, 
wearing a dinky top hat - to the 
skilled edit of stock, Karl has hit all 
the right notes. 

Tracking down fairground 
paraphernalia is, in particular, no 
mean feat: it's seriously sought-after. 
"See that litter bin in the shape of a 
laughing clown? I was in Kempton at 
half four this morning to get that. I'm 
seeing it as a laundry bin for a boy's 
bedroom - don't you think that'd be 
cool?" 

Sourcing stock from fairs, auctions 
and dealers, Karl travels the country 
tracking down gems. "The way I see 
it, I'm doing the hard work for you; 

I want to make these brilliant pieces 
accessible to everyone. 

"Take this morning: there I was, 
shining my torch into the back of a 
van, with a group of other blokes - all 
blokes with beards, weirdly. That's 
not something everyone can do, or 
wants to do, either." 

Karl clearly has an eye, but his 


buying decisions are as calculated 
as they are instinctive. "I keep an 
eye on the trends; I watch all those 
programmes - Salvage Hunters , 
American Pickers - to see what's 
popular, what's coming through." 

To give you an idea how shrewd he 
is, Karl spotted TV's Drew Pritchard 
(he of Salvage Hunters fame) investing 
heavily in a particular item at auction, 
so followed suit. "They were target- 
practice posters. I knew it would take 
about six months for that episode 
to reach the screen, so I waited and 
put them on sale two weeks ago, to 
coincide - and they all sold." 

Among his best buys to date was a 
collection of furniture from a school 
clearance sale. One cupboard turned 
out to be full of 1960s medical 
posters, which went like stink. 

Look around his barn storeroom 
and you'll find a row of rocking 
horses, a stuffed boar's head, a trio 
of rubber glove moulds ("the other 
set sold as a jewellery stand: nice, 
eh?"), and, perhaps the piece de 
resistance, a stack of deliciously 
vibrant fairground signs, flagging up 
everything from dodgems to the big 
wheel. 

The signs are the handiwork of a 
retired fair hand called Eugene; Karl 
befriended him some years back, 


having bought one of his works on 
eBay. "I said I'd be in touch someday, 
wanting to sell his signage for him - 
and I was! 

"The idea for the business had 
been bubbling under for a while: 
when it came to it, I wrote the 
business plan in one day. It was all 
there, in my head. 

"In the future, I'd like to partner 
with more people like Eugene; 
provide them with a platform for their 
work." 

Top customer service is also a 
cornerstone of Ralph & Co, Karl adds. 
Even though people are shopping in 
the most modern of ways - online - 
he wants the experience to have an 
old-fashioned charm. He calls every 
customer to get feedback on their 
purchase, which is sent out tissue- 
wrapped and with a complimentary 
box of chocolates. 

The dream is to one day have 
a physical shop, ideally in central 
Cambridge, running alongside the 
virtual. 

"That's one of the reasons I've put 
Cambridge on the logo: it's my home 
city and I'm proud of it. 

"Yeah, this was a big step to take," 
concludes Karl. "But I am so, so 
happy I took it: I'm genuinely doing 
my dream job."

A T a time when the January Blues are 
leaving everyone rather fed up, it's 
refreshing to meet a lady who can't hide 
her happiness. 

Chatting away at her home in Somersham, 
husband Andy and 3-year-old son Sam by her 
side, Amanda Ritchie has a very wide smile on 
her face - and understandably so. 2015 proved 
a lifechanging year for the 31 -year-old who, 
having shed a staggering eight and a half stone 
in just 12 months, not only starts 2016 looking 
fabulous, but feeling it too. 

"I'm really proud of what I've achieved and 
who I've become," enthuses Amanda, a twinkle 
in her eye. "I've changed as a person as well as 
in how I look. I'm happier and bubblier, and it's 
brought me out of my shell. 

"It's changed my life." 

Not so long ago it was a very different story 
for the mum of one. Overweight and unhappy, 
Amanda hated seeing her reflection in the 
mirror. 

"I've always struggled with my weight and got 
used to constantly being teased about it," she 
admits. "I came across as a confident person 
with a 'don't care' attitude, but it was a fagade; 
I'd make jokes about my weight and worked 
hard at putting on this front all the time. 

"The people who knew me knew I wasn't 
really like that; I hated being the girl who didn't 
get the guys; who was always the friend and not 
the girlfriend." 

Amanda attempted various diets over the 
years, "but I could never stick to it. I'd get two 
days in and then just give up and grab whatever 
I could find in the cupboard.

it too." 

With her new found confidence, Amanda 
decided to set herself another challenge: to 
train as a Slimming World consultant, start up 
her own group, and help others facing the 
same struggles she had.

M OST drivers would 

be happy to put their 
mobile phones and 
tablets into a drive safe mode 
to help them concentrate 
behind the wheel, according 
to a new study. 

Motorists are increasingly 
connected to the outside 
world through in-built 
technology such as sat- 
navs and portable devices 
including mobile phones, 
tablets and smart watches. 

But the amount of 
technology in cars has led 
to fears that the risk of 
drivers losing focus is being 
increased. 

Department for Transport 
figures show that in 2014 
a distraction from inside a 
vehicle was a contributing 
factor in 3,200 accidents (68 
of which were fatal), with 
an additional 492 (21 fatal) 
involving a driver using a 
mobile phone. 

A study by motoring 
research charity the RAC 
Foundation found that some 
60 per cent of motorists 
would be happy to switch 
their electronic devices into 
a drive safe mode if it was 
created. Airline passengers 
are often required to use 
a flight safe mode to avoid 
interference with a plane's 
systems. 

A survey of 2,1 75 Britons 
found that 69 per cent see 
information received from

outside the car as a possible 
distraction. 

When those respondents 
who drive (1,490) were 
given a list of 1 7 connected 
driving features and asked 
to choose which ones were 
important when buying 
a car, the top choice was 
getting information about the 
condition of the car (85 per 
cent), followed by live traffic 
alerts (81 per cent). 

RAC Foundation director 
Steve Gooding told the Press 
Association: "Reassuringly, 
the vast majority of people 
said they wanted to use 
technology to check the state 
of their vehicle and make 
their journeys easier, not to 
read Facebook messages, 


send texts or email the boss. 

"However, almost one in 
10 were interested in online 
gaming as a feature. One can 
only hope this is down to a 
desire to keep their children 
occupied during a long 
journey rather than because 
they are tempted to play 
themselves." 

The charity published 
research in November which 
showed motorists who rely on 
their smartphones to access 
the internet face difficulties 
because there is a complete 
absence of 3G coverage on 
14,554 miles of roads, while 
an additional 111,679 miles - 
some 45 per cent of Britain's 
roads - are only covered by 
some mobile operators.

Having moved to Haddenham to set 
up his canine company, Sawyer set up 
the club in 2002 after being approached 
by fellow coach Gavin Quarmby. 

Together they quickly got things off 
the ground with 30 people attending 
the first training session. 

Originally based at the Arkenstall 
Village Centre, Sawyer moved the 
operation into the barn he had 
converted eight years ago. 

And for such a small club based 
in the sticks, quite a legacy has been 
created with the likes of Pat McAleese and 
brothers Tyler and Liam Goodjohn going 
on to turn professional and Shane Sadler 
representing England as an amateur. 

Sawyer said while he was proud of 
their achievements, he was not the 
type to crow about his efforts in helping 
them get where they had. 

He said: “I just look upon it that 
I’ve done my job and I just carry on. I 
never will take umbrage with anyone 
becoming good and leaving me and I 
never have done. 

“People come up to me and say 
’don’t you feel proud?’ I do, but I don’t 
go around saying T was Tyler’s trainer’. 

“Tyler appreciates everything I did 
for him and I thought it was a lovely 
gesture (when he wore shorts bearing 
Sawyer’s name in winning the English 
light-welterweight title in 2014) and I 
didn’t even know. 

“My wife rang me up when I was at 
our show and said ’have you seen Tyler’s 
shorts, he has got your name on them’. I 
said ‘yes, he borrowed them off me!’ 

“I just do the job and have fun. I give 
everything I possibly can into making 
someone good. 

“I say to kids ‘if you want to become 
good, work hard and listen to me’.” 

Sawyer was sports-mad as a child in 
his native east London and gave boxing 
a try at the age of 10 when his school 
held a competition. 


He found he had a knack for it and 
after joining local club Woodford, he 
went on to win the North-East London 
Schoolboys title. 

“In those days it was something just 
to win that because you could have 
had 10 bouts to get to the final,” said 
Sawyer, who went on to lost just four 
of his 30-plus bouts before hanging 
up his gloves in his early twenties after 
getting married. 

Looking back on “great times” in 
the 1950s and early 1960s, he recalls 
having to get the bus conductor to tell 
him where to get off at venues all over 
the capital and on one occasion, facing a 
20-mile walk home after missing the last 
bus back from East Ham after a bout. 

He said: “The kids get trophies after 
a fight these days, but we used to get 
biscuit barrels, canteens of cutlery, 
as a senior I’ve had a set of carving 
knives, fruit bowls.

“I used to give them away as Christmas 
presents, saved me a fortune! 

“But there was an old chap called Ted 
Reeder, who was my coach and he was 
a wonderful ex-pro who loved boxing. 

“He reminds me very much of me 
now and he was lovely with the kids, 
there was no-one left out. 

“No matter how bad the kids were, 
he used to make them feel good and I 
believe in making anyone feel good.” 

One of Sawyer’s amateur clubmates 
Brian Hudson went on to success in the 
professional game and he continued to 
train with him and coach elsewhere on 
an informal basis friom time to time 
after quitting the sport. 

But it was not until establishing 
Haddenham & Ely that he properly got 
back into coaching, and without a trace 
of arrogance in his voice, he claims he 
can turn anyone into a boxer. 

“I can spot a boxer as soon as he 
walks in here,” said Sawyer. 

“I knew Tyler would be more of an 


aggressive boxer, I knew McAleese 
would be very stylish. 

“It’s just something that’s in my head. 

“I’ve got a boy in there now who’s 13, 
a southpaw, 5ft 8in, and weighs about 
60kg, I know I can make him into 
something. 

“I could turn anyone into a boxer, 
but I can turn anyone who’s good into 
something better, but they’ve got to 


want to do it and they’ve got to listen. It 
all comes down to practice.” 

Sawyer has no intention of retirement 
either. 

He said: “I’ve had operations on my 
back and legs and even if I’ve been on 
crutches, I’ve come up here and told 
them what to do. 

“I love training the kids and I’ll carry 
on until I die.”
